cafe owners who had purchased 
liquor licenses were finding that 
the trade was decreasing and that 
people were not drinking beer as 
they anticipated. He declared that 
the eighteenth 
amendment 
had 
weaned America from the liquor 
traffic. He admitted in his ob- 
servations that he had seen more 
woman drinking than men, and 
that the figures showed that while 
drunkenness had generally increas- 
ed ten per cent it had increased 
twenty-seven per cent for women. 
He said that arrests for drunk- 
eness broke all records In Dallas 
during October. 
In order to properly combat the 
liquor Interests, Rev. Webb said 
that it would be necessary to 
rally all forces for a great fight 
was ahead and wise 
leadership 
was needed. He told of a secret 
meeting in Dallas on October SI 
at which plans were made to co- 
ordinate the efforts of the Allied 
Forces for Prohibition, the Anti- 
Saloon League and • the Women's 
Christian Temperance Union, and 
committees named to this end. 
He said that the dry forces had 
learned several lessons from the 
wets, and that lt» would be neces- 
sary to make the fight from new 
angles, and admitted that the 
methods of his organisation had 
been antiquated for the past five 
year*.

Or. Johnson then pointed, out 
that .today there was no text more 
worthy of thought than the mess- 
age of Paul, pointing to the rapid 
and constantly .developing age in 
which, people are" living,, with the 
many change* in • science, eco- 
nomics and business. The speak- 
er said that there had been more 
than in the social life of Texas 
in the past-ten years .-than there 
had been in <a thousand year* In 
Egypt, and referred..to the "mad 
decade from 1920-30." 
Surrender to Fear. 


He declared that people of the 
present day were surrendering to 
fear because of the uncertainty 
of modern life. He then pointed 
out the .oneness of Chrlet .with hu- 
manity, declaring that the Savior 
knew the problems of every man 
and woman whether of high or 
low degree; be also spoke of the 
onenos* of Christ and,. Deity, |n 
which ho was both the Son of 
Man and the Son of God with 
power. Dr. Johnson decried the 
modern divorcement of sentiment 
and power. He closed with the 
pointing out of the oneness of 
Jesus Christ in His ability to sup- 
ply every need of humanity. The 
speaker pointed out that high and 
low and just brother* and sisters, 
and that, the one constant beside 
the Christ is the eternal need of 
the human soul for the love of 
Christ, and that while the cus- 
toms and dress of a peoples may 
change there is always the need 
of God in the human heart.

000,000 has been made 
by the 
Reconstruction

provide tho major portion of Uv 
financing which will ' bo handled 
through the newly organized com- 
modity credit corporation. 


More than one half of the farm- 
ers who agreed to plow up an 
aggregate of 10,000,000 acres of 
growing cotton last summer elec- 
ted to receive as a portion of 
their consideration options 
on 
government held cotton equal to 
the 
estimated 
potential 
produc- 
tion of the area -destroyed. 


So far none of these options has 


been delivered by the farm ad- 
ministration. 
The 
grower 
is 


credited 
with 
having paid 
six 
cents a pound for the cotton rep- 
resented by options and briglnally 
was to have been authorized to 
exercise his option at any lime. 


The exercise of an option was 


to have consisted of notifying the 
farm administration to sell. ' 


In case the sale was made at 
a price of more than six cents a 
pound the farmer was to have 
received that margin. In case thp 
sale wns made at less than six 
cents the farmer would receive 
nothing, 
while 
the 
government 


would have sustained a loss. 


Later It was determined that If 
options were 
delivered by 
De- 


cember 1 until that date farm- 
ers would not be- authorized to 
exercise 
their 
options, 
unless 
cotton was selling for at least 
9 1-2 cents a pound. 


However, It Is planned to en- 


courage farmers not to excrcUe 
their options but to accept loans 
of four cents a pound, The loans 
are to be without recourse and 
thus farmers would be assured 
of a return of at least four cents 
per pound on their option cotton. 
In event cotton sold In the mar- 


kets for more than ten cents a 
pound it would be possible for 
the farmer to exercise his option, 
pay off his loan nnd thus real- 
ize the margin above six cento 
as his profit.

Murrel wns granted 
bond by 
Federal Judge R. J. McMillan af- 
ter a brief habeas corpus, hearing 
marked by the defense's use of a 
government witness to establish 
that Miss Rails a day after the at- 
tack wns unmarked by bruises or 
abrasions. 


It was learned Lieut. 
Murrel, 


Who was arrested Oct. 27. would 
be restored to duty with his regi- 
ment, the Ninh Infantry, Fort Sam 
Houston. 
Ho was in the court 


room but Miss Rails wai absent. 


The deferiso sprang a surprise 
by calling Dr. F. H. Taylor, n gov- 
ernment witness, to the stand. Dr. 
Taylor was the physician who ex- 
amined Miss Rails Monday, Oct. 
23, the day after the alleged at- 
tack. 
"I found no bruises or abra- 


sions," Dr. Taylor said. "Only a 
few superficial scratches." , 
In a .lengthy hypothetical ques- 


tion in which Miss Rails' testi- 
mony given at the hearing before 
Commissioner Lockhart was re- 
viewed, defense counsel asked the 
doctor if, in his oponion, could all 
which . Miss Rails said happened 
have 
occurred without 
leaving 
bruises or abrasions.

At the hearing before Commis- 
sioner Lockhart, Miss Rails testi- 
fied that the attack and Its 'ram- 
ifications laste'd "between 45 mln" 
uteg and nn hour."

that on the morning of Oct. 22, 
the day of the alleged attack, he 
arose as was his custom, about 
«;30 a. m. He said he recognized 
Lieut. Murrel's car parked on tho 
street in front of his housr 


"I saw it roll a little bit and 
then stop," the sergeant said. 


Gone Soon After. 


Sergeant Smith testified that h« 
went back into the house and that 
about five or six minutes later he 
heard Lieut. Murrel'a car start up. 
Going to a door, he said he *aw 
it disappear along a street,, going 
towards town.

outcries or screams. He dld'oay 
that when he first saw Lieut. Mur- 
rel'g car he heard a noise as If 
made by a person vomiting. At
